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HELPFUL HINTS 


FOR EASY READING OF PRICE LIST ENTRIES 



Corporate Title - The name of the corporation or 
organization appears in Bold type. In order to save 
space we usually eliminate words such as 

“Company”, “Incorporated , “Limited”. RR 
stands for Railroad; Rwy for Railway. 

State, Territory or Country Abbreviations - The 
first parenthesis in each item description contains the 
abbreviation for the State, Territory or Country. This 
usually indicates where the company was 
incorporated. Standard post office two-letter 
abbreviations are used for states. “(NY)” means the 
company was incorporated in the state of New York. 
Note that in some cases the company may have been 
incorporated in one place, but actually located 
elsewhere. See “locations” below. 

Date - The actual date the certificate was issued 
appears after the state of incorporation. When there 
is no date on the certificate we give an approximate 
date, and this is indicated by “ca.” preceding the date. 
When we have more than one of a particular 
certificate we may give a range of dates. 

Locations are printed in italics. Sometimes a 
company is legally incorporated in one state, but has 
a physical presence in another state. “Alaska Gold 
Mining (NY) 1900. Nome. 10 shs.” was 
incorporated in New York, but had mines located in 
Nome, Alaska. 

Stock, or Bond? - “Share”, “Shares”, “shs.” indicates 
a stock certificate. $500, $1000, $5000, etc. indicate 
bond denominations. 

Bonds often have coupons (which were redeemable 
for interest payments). We use “Cu”, “Cb” or “Cs” to 
indicate where the coupons are attached. “Cu” means 
coupons underneath; “Cb” means that the coupons 
are bound, usually to the top of the certificate; “Cs” 
indicates there are coupons on the side. 

Illustrations - Most of the examples in this price list 
are illustrated. When a certificate is not illustrated, 
“**” will appear in the description. 

Issued, Unissued, Proof, or Specimen Issued 
certificates have dates, serial numbers, 
denominations, and 


signatures all filled in. All certificates in this price list 
are issued unless otherwise stated. Unissued 
certificates may have the dates, denominations 
and/or the signatures blank. Proofs are special 
examples not meant for general use. They are printed 
on special “India” paper so that the impressions are 
extremely sharp. Proofs were used by the engravers to 
check their own work, and by the banknote 
companies for final approval by customers. 
Specimens are made from the regular printing plates 
on regular paper, and they were used by the banknote 
companies and clients for comparison purposes. 
Specimens may have serial numbers “00000”, or no 
serial numbers at all. 

Printers names - In the interest of saving space, we 
use two, three or four letter printer abbreviations. 
“ABN” (American Bank Note Company) is the one 
most often encountered, and in general, anything 
with the ABN imprint, or with the imprint of any of 
their predecessors, is of the highest quality. 

Cancellations - When stocks or bonds are redeemed, 
they are cancelled with a rubber stamp, a neat hole 
punch, a razor blade or some similar device. Neat 
cancellations are simply viewed as a normal element 
of the certificate. We only mention cancellations 
when they are unusual or somewhat obtrusive. The 
following abbreviations relate to cancellations: 
“POC” punch out cancels - small holes that have 
been punched 

“Heavy POC” - larger hole cancels 
“COC” - cut-out cancels; these may be large or 
irregularly-shaped hole cancels, made with a razor, 
knife or scissor 

“CC's” - cut-cancels, slits made with a razor or 
special canceling device 
“*” means not cancelled 

Grade - We have made every attempt to adhere to the 
same conservative grading standards we use in our 
auction catalogues. Most of the certificates in this 
price list are VF+, which stands for Very Fine, 
perhaps better. This is a clean, bright certificate with 
a few moderate folds, a grade that is more than 
acceptable to most collectors. EF means Extremely 
Fine. These certificates have minor folds, or no folds 
at all, and are exceptionally clean and bright.

In 1914, John and Horace 
decided to manufacture their own cars. Their early models were well-received, 
and decades of automotive success followed. By 1925 the Dodge Brothers 
were dead, and their widows were ready to sell their shares in the business to 
outsiders. The buyer was Dillon, Read and Company, and the price was $146 
million dollars, the largest cash transaction in the history of industrial finance up 
to that point. The importance of this example cannot be exaggerated.

Some of the most elusive names in 
financial history have been found on 
certificates that would not normally 
be associated with those names. 

Henry Ford is a good example. For 
years, the only Ford signed 
certificate offered in a public auction 
was on the Highland Park Bank. 

Andrew Carnegie is another elusive 
signature on certificates, but this 
cataloguer had the pleasure of 
discovering his signature on a lone 
Pennsylvania Company stock, long 
before the discovery on United 
States Steel bonds signed by him 
were found. One of the giant names in the aircraft industry is Boeing Airplane Company, but until now, we have 
never had the opportunity of offering a certificate signed by the founder of Boeing. Just as the Ford and Carnegie 
signatures turned up on certificates that would not usually be associated with them, Boeing’s signature was 
discovered on a small group of lumber company certificates. While today’s 747 jetliners are made of titanium and 
other exotic materials, in the early days of Boeing Airplane the frames were made of wood, which explains the 
connection between Boeing and the lumber companies. William Edward Boeing (1881-1956) began his business 
career as a timber merchant in Seattle, Washington. He learned to fly in 1915, and formed the Pacific Aero 
Products Company a year later to build seaplanes. He became an airmail contractor, serving Seattle and British 
Columbia. In 1917, he founded Boeing Airplane Company, which was to become the largest manufacturer of 
civilian and military aircraft in the world. In 1927, Boeing organized the Boeing Air Transport Company, which 
was responsible for many innovations in air travel, including night passenger travel, crews with two pilots and a 
stewardess, and the use of constant two-way radio communications. Boeing retired in 1934, when his air travel 
company became United Air Lines. Boeing Airplane went on to build the Clipper Flying Boat, the B-17 Flying 
Fortress Bombers, the Boeing 707 Jetliners, and a host of other magnificent aircraft. Goes 10 . EF

He represented 
coal miners in the strike of 1902, 
defended Leopold and Loeb in 
1924, and in 1925 defended John 
Scopes in Tennessee for teaching 
the theory of evolution in the 
classroom. Darrow’s dream was to 
make enough money to retire from 
the law and devote himself full time 
to writing. He invested in the Black 
Mountain Mining Company hoping 
to make a lot of money. It was 
considered a sound investment, 
“one of the richest, safest mines 
ever opened.” The mine went bust 
in the financial panic of 1907, and 
Darrow lost his life savings. One 
can only wonder how 
history might have 
been changed had 
Darrow made the 
fortune he dreamed 
of in this investment, 
retired from 

practicing law and 
not available for the 
defense of some of 
the nation’s most 
important trials.

Guggenheim 
formed the Philadelphia Smelting 
and Refining Company, and in 
1901, American Smelting and 
Refining relinquished control to his 
company.

His sons 
continued the legacy that he 
started, in business and with his 
philanthropic activities.

Conelius “The Commodore” Vanderbilt (1794-1877) was an American financier and founder of his family’s fortune. At 
the age of 16 he bought a boat and ferried passangers and goods between Staten Island and Manhatten. He later made a 
fortune in the steamship business, earning himself the nickname “Commodore.” In 1862 he sold his ships and turned to 
financing railroads, where he amassed a greater fortune estimated at $100,000,000 making him one of the richest men of his 
time. Accessory Transit was organized by Vanderbilt to move passangers and freight to the West Coast through Nicaragua. 
Vanderbilt hired C.K. Garrison as his agent through San Fransisco, and Charles Morgan as his agent in New York. 

Shortly after this bond was issued came the “war of the three commodores,” between Charles Morgan, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and George Law. Accessory Transit competed openly with the Law-Aspinwall mail subsidy line. Morgan and 
Garrison, on the other hand, manipulated the Transit’s stock in such a way that they profited while Vanderbilt lost heavily. 
Vanderbilt is said to have stormed at them, “I will not sue you because the law takes too long. I will ruin you.” 

Vanderbilt did manage to unseat Morgan and Hoyt from the board of directors, but another headache immediately 
developed in the form of William Walker, who invaded Nicaragua with the support of Morgan and his Associate! William 
Walker made himself President of Nicaragua. In order to get the money needed to keep a 1200 man army together, he took 
sides in the in-fighting within Accessory Transit Company. Foolishly backing those who had double crossed Commodore 
Vanderbilt, Walker confiscated the company assets and handed them over to the insurgent faction. Vanderbilt retaliated with 
a blockade, cutting Walker off from reinforcements while inciting the neighboring states. Vanderbilt sent mercenaries to 
Costa Rica, where they obtained a small force of native troops to attack Walker. As a result Walker suffered defeat and had 
to flee in May 1857. Vanderbilt was then back in business with Nicaragua.
